Has Seen and Enjoyed 


in Nova Scotia. 


THE 
LAND OF THE AGADIANS 


An Enjoyable Ocean Trip and Historic 


Scenes, a Beautiful City and Coun- 


try, a Great Game Region,—• 


All Toid of With a Bit of 


Sentiment. 


HALIFAX, N. S., August 21,1897. 


The pleasure of a trip to Halifax, Nova 


Sootiii, commences the moment the 
steamer leaves the dock at Boston and in- 
creases as tiie journer progresses. Even 
before you start, one is amused by the gay 
crowd on deck, full of delight and antici- 
pation, bidding goodbyes and leaving 
their handkerchiefs to those on shore. 
But as soon as the vessel begins to move 
and turns her prow seaward, the many 
passengers that mingled so closely at the 
wharf, break away and separate into little 
groups 
of 
friends, 
and 
as 
the 


gilded 
dome 
of 
the 
state 
house 


and many land marks fade awayjother at- 
tractions come to view. Castle Island, 
Fort Warren, Port Independence and 
many other historical points conic in pan- 
orama-like 
succession. 
I/ynn, Revere 


Beach, Swampscott, Deer Island, Win- 
thropand Nahant,—each one having its 
own special charms and attractions. 


As resorts and landmarks are leit be- 


hind "the evening shades come on, and 
the moon, almost at its full,-illumines the 
heavens and gilds the waves with a silver 
sheen." ''The Ollun Ollivett," for that is 
the name of our steamer, is now far out in 
the 
open 
sea and 
ior the 
first 


time on shipboard comes the novelty of 
sea living. One of the peculiar and happy 
things on board ship or steamer is the 
friendly way one meets another, chatting 
with every one. By common consent the 
ship's company becomes one great family 
for the time being. All seem bent on 
pursuing one thing, pleasure, forgetting 
for the time being business, trouble or 
care. You saunter about the steamer or 
nap in easy chairs, forgetting the toils of 
days that have passed and think only of 
the hours, days or weeks of bight-seeing 
and pleasure hunting that are before you. 


Halifax was reached about 7 o'clock in 


the evening following the day of depart- 
ure from Boston and the passengers in 
single file march down the gangplank 
into a large building on the dock where 
the trunks of 300 passengers bad been 
brought waiting the pleasure of custom 
house officers who were to inspect them. 
Presently an order came from a gentle- 
man in uniform informing the passengers 
that their trunks and bags must be un- 
locked and opened ready for inspection. 
This was but the labor of a few moments 
and the men with gold lace on their caps 
and coatb began turning things topsy 
turvey iu the trunks and bags, and as they 
were passed as O. K., the custom officers 
marked them with chalk and you relock 
your grip or trunk with a sigh of relief. 
Those who had wheels or kodaks and cer- 
tain other articles with them (and thcie 
was a large number of such) were invited 
into an office where they were asked to 
leave a deposit on them and were given a 
receipt for the amount, stating the name 
of the article. Four dollars and forty 
cents was the amount required on deposit 
for fishing rod and kodak and §*5 on r, 
bicycle. The English officer that took 
the money and gave the receipts was an 
old gentleman, at least 75 years of age, 
and he required at least a half hour to 
make out these simple papers. A school 
boy in Massachusetts would have done 
the 
whole business 
for those who

minutes 
but 
the 
man 
kept 


some of the passengers waiting till 
after 9 o'clock. This money is refunded 
when the passenger returns and presents 
the receipt of deposit and article on 
which it was made. 


The public gardens in Halifax are a 


source of great pride to her citizens, and 
well they might be, for they really are 
beautiful. Though not so largo as the 
public gardens in Boston (14 acres is the 
extent) yet the display of flowers and va- 
riety is greater, and the beds are made to 
represent English things in some way or 
other. For instance, there was one bed of 
pansies made m the form of the lion and 
unicorn. Another represented the Eng- 
lish flag, etc. I sea many pieces of statu- 
ary, and most of these were distin- 
guished 
characters 
of 
England. 


A pond of water lilies was 
very 


attractive and is said to have in it every 
variety known. The trees, most of them 
very large, all seemed very thrirty. Yet 
this is a country much colder than the 
States. Last evening a concert was given 
n the garden by two bands stationed 
here—one a marine band and the other a 
military one. The music was excellent. 
The grounds were lighted by electricity 
and Chinese lanterns. At times between 
the nifferent pieces of music played by 
the bands, large paper baloons were sent 
up, and attached to them were fireworks. 
The effect was very pretty. The citizens 
may well be proud of this garden. It is a 
gem in emerald. 


There are in the garden many graceful 


arbors and crystal fountains, with here 
and there pretty miniature ponds. The 
spot is a general resort for all classes on 
Sunday afternoon. The soldier with his 
redcoat and jaunty blue cap seems to bo 
the great center of attraction, particularly 
for the female portion of the inhabitants 
of Halifax. 


The citadel of Halifax claims the atten- 


tion of all visitors, and not to visit it is a 
great oversight on the part of a tourist. 
It occupies the broad summit of a hill 
about 250 leet above the harbor level. The 
crest of the hill is mounted with cannon, 
and 
as soon as you get 
to 
the 


guard 
house or entrance 
to 
Port 


George,—for 
that's 
the 
name 
of 


the 
fortress —you 
are 
met 
by 


a sentinel who escorts you to the officer 
of the day, and after signing a book, giv- 
ing your name and residence, a soldier is 
detailed to escort you about the fort. The 
DukbofKent, father of Queen Victoria, 
was one commander of the forces here at 
Halifax and built the lortress, utilizing 
the labor of the army of Maroons who 
had been conquered by the British, so his- 
tory says. The fort is surrounded by 
deep trenches and huge stone ;.walls that 
give it a very formidable, appearance. 
Within these walls are the bomb-proof 


barracks. The view from this spot takes 
in the whole harbor as well as the city. 
Looking across the harbor one sees Dart- 
mouth and what is called Bedford basin. 


The parliament building has its attrac- 


tions, the principal feature being its gal- 
lery of paintings. The corner stone ot the 
building was laid August 11,1811, by Gov- 
ernor Sir George Prevost. The principal 
portrait paintings are William IV, King 
of England from 1330 to 1837, Another of 
Sir. John Ingle's and George II, who 
reigned during the years 1727 to 1760. Be- 
side this picture is Queen Caroline, wife 
of George II. There were many other 
famous, folks pictured on the walls of 
whom I did not take note. A chair is 
shown in one of the rooms that was made 
for the Prince of Wales aud which he oc- 
cupied when in the parliament building 
during- his visit to Halifax in I860, The 
postoffloe building has a musuem on the 
third floor, but a visit to it did not interest 
enough to make any special note and my 
experience was the same at the custom 
house aud city hall, 


A visit to Halifax without seeing the 


famous dry dock would be like a trip to 
England without a visit to London. 
This great dock has come more promi- 
nently before the people of the States in 
the last month on account of the United 
States warship Indiana having been re- 
paired here. There was not a dry dock 
belonging to the United States large 
enough to admit this great war vessel. 
The Indiana left this harbor only last 
Tuesday. The dimensions of the dock 
are as follows: Length 613 feet, 102> feet 
wide at the top and 70 feet at the bottom, 
built of solid granite and cement. One of 
the regular liners between Halifax and 
Liverpool occupied the dry dock the day 
I visited it, and one can get an idea of the 
immense size of the dock when an ocean 
steamer only occupied about one-half of 
its capacity. 


An interesting trip by rail is across 


Nova Scotia to Avon Fort and then to An- 
napolis along the Bay of Fundy, passing 
through the counties of King, Annapolis 
aud Digby. Between these counties and 
the counties of Lumsnburg and Queens 
are probably the best farming lands in 
Nova Scotia. Here is the country where 
lived the Acadians whom the English 
transported and scattered, of whom Long- 
fellow wrote that beautiful "tale of Aca- 
dia"—the story of Evangeline, as immor- 
tal as the English language. This portion 
of Nova Scotia is now occupied by a peo- 
ple known as Loyalists,—English people 
from the States who remained loyal to 
England in our Revolutionary war and 
who came here to settle after that war 
was concluded by the treaty of Paris. 


The Bay of Faudy rises and falls CO 


feet as the tide from the Atlantic rises 
and falls. Minas Bay when the tide is out 
is almost dry and the rivers running into 
it are almost entirely emptied far above 
their mouths. AH this country bears wit- 
ness of the truthful description of Long- 
fellow for hers is "the forest primeval,'< 
the pine and the hemlock and the 
meadows watered by the "brooks that re- 
flect the image of heaven." 
'Thus dwelt together in love these simple 


Acadian farmers,—• 


Dwelt in the love of God and man. 
Alike were they free from 
Fear, that reigns with the tyrant, and 


envy, the vice of republics. 


So passed the morn away. And lo, with a 


summons souorous, 


Sounded the hell from its towers and over 


the meadows a drum beat." 


Nova Scotia is claimed to be an ex- 


tremely healthful country and the death 
rate in Halifax is so low as to be very re- 
markable. It is within the reach of good 
health. 
It is said that in the case of gov- 


ernment officials the only thing that can 
happen to them is superannuation. 
The 


inhabitants can't claim extreme cleanli- 
ness, for in this immediate vicinity there 
is no sea bathing. Some ladies were ques- 
tioning the modesty of lady bathers in the 
States, and were more than shocked when 
informed that ladies promenading on the 
beach watching the bathers, lilted their 
dresses a little over two feet, I can see 
now how it is that Dr. Chauncey Depew 
goes back each year to London to hear 
his English friends laugh at the jokes he 
told the year before. 


From Halifax fishing trips may be taken 


by coach lines along the coast or by pri- 
vate conveyance wMoh can be obtained 
at reasonable cost. Trout and salmon 
both are taken in abundance 
in the 


streams in the interior. The laws regu- 
lating the fishing season are: salmon can 
be caught any time between March 15 and 
August 15; penalty for violation is J30. 
Trout may be taken from April 1 to Octo- 
ber 1, and bass at any time with hook and 
line. All of these fish arc plentiful in the 
markets. Shooting in Nova Scotia does 
not commence till September, and if the 
stories told here ate only half true, game 
is to be had in accordance with the hun- 
ter's skill and supply of ammunition. 
Jtoose caribou, and deer are very plenti- 
ful. 
Duck and snipe abound. In many j 


sections woodcock, snipe atiu quail are bo 
plentiful that good bags can be taken at 
any time in the season, and partridges are 
sold on the streets here at 10 cents a pair. 
In conversation with sportsmen the claim 
was made that hunting is even better at 
Prince Edward's Island. The hunting 
grounds are within 30 hours of Boston, 


Passing one of the drygood stores I saw 


placarded a great reduction sale. Curios- 
ity caused an inspection of the goods and 
I* my surprise I found calico? (cheaper 
grade) that are made in North Adams 
selling at lOc a yard. Is it to be wondered 
at that the Provinces want a reduction 
in the tariff between the States and Nova 
Scotia? 


Aside from the public buildings the 


churches, or some of them, have interest- 
ing histories. St. Paul's was built in 1750 
and enlarged in 1812. It is rich in 
mural 
tablets 
and 
many 
of 


Nova 
Scosia's 
most 
famous 
men 


sleep the long sleep under its protecting 
walls. The guide informed me that the 
timbers in the church were brought from 
Massachusetts in 1V10, and it has had but 
five rectors in the century and a half uince 
then. There is a "little Dutch" church 
here that was erected in 1755 and the or- 
iginal size aud architecture has never 
been altered and it is still in good repair. 
There is an old cemetery very close to it 
and one in search of quaint epitaphs can 
get a supply here. 


Saturday is the market day and huck- 


sters of all kinds c»n 
bo 
found 


on the streets surrounding the postofflee. 
BThe variety of food and articles dis- 
posed of here includes almost sll kinds. 
Vegetables, berries, eggs, flosera, chick- 
ens, meat, hay, etc. On one of the streets 
back of the postoffiee is an encampment 
of Indians, belling goods that they ruauu - 
iacture, and the Hiawatha's aud Miane- 
haba's were plenty, Some of the Minnies 
, 


were a little off as for toaauty, bat they 
made up for that in size. There is a hall 
dozen or more tribes of Indians in Nova 
Scotia and tboy were all represented here. 
Perhaps one who is acquainted with the 
noble red man might discover traits of 
character that were ennobling, but up to 
this writing I have not made the find: 
"Whence these legends and traditions 
With the odor of the forest, 
With the dew and damp of meadows, 
With the curling smoke wigwams?" 


Hotels and boarding houses are numer- 


ous. But the only hotel in the city which 
meets ahe requirements of a,n American 
tourist is the Halifax House kept by Lewis 
Heaslein. This 
hotol 
accommodated 


about 300 euests and is strictly first-class, 
and compares very favorably with the best 
hotels of BcsLon. Board at ordinary board- 
ing house can be had all th« way from §5 
to ?8 and 510 a week. 


The Canada, Atlantic and Plant Line 


steamers sailing from Boston is the only 
line that reaches all important places in 
the Provinces'. Steamers leave the com- 
pany's dock, Atlantic avenue, three times 
a week, returning from the Provinces 
thrice a week. The trip is an enjoyable 
one and made pleasanter by the courte- 
ous agents at Boston and Halifax.

Interesting 
Experiment 
Made Last 


Week on the Elevated Railroads 


in New York City With an Air 


Motor, Enormons Pres- 


sure Maintained. 


There appears to bo a new field opening 


for the Mannesmann tubes. Last Thurs- 
day night a very interesting experiment 
was made on the elevated railroad in New 
York city. The experiment was the test- 
ing of a compressed air motor, offered as 
a substitute for steam engines on the ele- 
vated. The devotees of compi essed air as 
a motive power are pushing strongly side 
by side with the electrical enthusiasts, 
fighting the old steam engine off its rails. 


The Thursday evening in question a 


oug engine, peculiar in shape and design, 
started from the Rector street station of 
the Sixth avenue "L" road a few minutes 
after nine o'clock, drawing five cars, aud 
reached the station at Fifty-eighth street 
in IS minutes. It was the official trial trip 
of the new compressed air motor. The 
192 passengers on board were guests of 
the American Air Power Company, which 
built the motor. 


The train of cars had a clear track, and 


no stops were made at the intervening 
stations. After more tban half an hour's 
wait at Fifty-eighth street, during which 
refreshments were served, the motor train 
started on its return trip. Stops were 
made at all stations, and Cortlandt street 
was reached iu twenty-seven minute". 
General satisfaction was felt at the result 
of the trip. 


The motor was in charge of Eobert 


Hardie, the inventor. The air was com- 
pressed in the company's plant in Green- 
wich street and stored in 31 tubes in the 
motor. 
AVhen the start was made there 


was a pressure of 2,280 pounds to the 
square inch, and at the finish 500 pounds 
to the square inch remained iu the tubes. 
Advantages for the new motor over steam 
locomotives are claimed by the company 
in speed, safety, economy and reliabilit . 


There were many distinguished men ou 


the train on its trial trip and the i,umber 
comprised scientists, public officials and 
officers of the road. 
Prominent in the 


number was Kinehart Mannesmann, in- 
ventor of the tubes in which the air was 
stored under the enormous pressure. The 
pipes make the motor possible.
